The’ Queen 
still absents - herself from London, 
and takes only a very occasional part 
in the customary State receptions 
and entertainments, which devolve 
in consequence upon the Prince and 
‘Princess of Wales. Her Majesty for 
some weeks. has secluded herself at 
Balmoral, but has just returned to 


hoped, of according to the Viceroy 
of Egypt, who ig expected to arrive 
in London’ on the 22nd of June, a 
more yracious” reception’ then His 
Highness. met with when he last 
visited this country in 1867. Then 
the Khedive was allowed to become 
the guest of a private nobleman ; 
but on the present occasion Buck- 
ingham .Palace is to be — for 
his reception, “His Highness is said- 
to have spent no less a sum’ than 
§00,00-/. in entertaining the Prince 
tind Princess: of Wales during their 
recent trip to Pgypt, and although 
the: Prince will no doubt De desirous | 
of showing every attention to the 
Vigeroy in return, it is quite im- 
possfble with his paises incgme,-that. 
he can do-so satisfactorily, or be ex- 
pected to undertake charges which 
should properly fall upon the chief of 
the State. The Saturday Review has 
a-serious article on the subject, and 
expresses a regret, which is very 
widely shared, that ’it is ‘probably 
useless to hope that Her Majesty - will 
‘remember on this occasion that she is 
Queen of England: as well- as widow 
of the Prince Consort ;” but, continu- 
es the Review, “if the fact that she 
bears this twofold eharacter could 
by any means be brought home to 
her, it might really exercise an appre- 
ciable influence.on the reputation ot 
this country: abroad.” The Govern- 
ment has rejected Mr. Fitzherbert’s 
application for guarantee ofa loan | 
to New| Zealand. ‘Lord .Granville’s | 
despatch on the subject has just been 
ublished for the House of Commons. 
ts purport is shortly this :—That the 
settlers in New Zealand went: there 
for their own convenience and inter- 
est; that the Imperial Government 
followed them there, with protection, 
aid, and rule only for their benefit ; 
and. that’ the colonists have conse— 
quently no claim ‘for assistance from 
the Home Government in any difficul- 
ty they may involve. themselves in 
through their course of trading with 
the natives. - The colonists asked to 
have the independent management * 
their own concerns and of the natives; 
their ‘request was granted and the 
duty of protecting themselves against 
those whom they claim the right to 
govern followed as a matter of 
course. We fear that the colonists. 


have little to expect from the mother 


country in the way of a direct subsi- 
dy or assistance, even in the event of 
difficulties such as those which have 
lately arisen in New. Zealand, and 
which have excited general sympathy 
in this country, An important pro- 
test. has been prepared against the 
policy of the Government. Lord 
Elcho, in a letter to the. Times, has 
proposed, by way of solving the diffi- 
culty, that in disestablishing the 
Irish Church, the Bill should ‘be so 
amended as to exempt Ulster from 
its operations; and that when the 
Irish Church ceases as an establish- 
ment, the Protestant Chureh of Ulster 
should be established in its place!
